must get a social security account 
number card by April 30, 1951, Eu-

Wages earned by these people

January, 
February and 


March. 1951, will be reported by 
their employers during April and 
the social security number oC each 
worker must be included in the 
report. 


If the individual has never had a. 


social security number, an appllca^

office, 'employment 'service office; 
or social security office. It should 
be completed in ink and mailed or 
brought to the social security office,
